Eight  gays  were  arrested  for  being  in 
drag  at  the  AFTER  DARK  LOUNGE  in 
Fort  Worth,  Texas.  Five  of  the  eight 
decided  to  fight  the  case  and  went  to 
court  with  members  of  the  Awareness, 
Unity  and  Research  As  sociatioa  and  a 
lawyer  supplied  by  this  group. 

Judge  Harold  L.  Valderas  dismissed 
the  charges,  remarking  that  since  he 
usually  does  dismiss  cases  of  this 
kind,  he  fails  to  understand  why  the 
police  continue  to  harass  gays  in  drag. 


CHICAGO  TVS... 

LEGAL  OR  NOT??? 

Arrest  and  prosecution  of  transvestites 
in  Chicago  is  still  a real  threat,  despite 
the  ruling  by  a circuit  court  judge  last 
year  that  the  city's  ordinance  prohibit- 
ing cross-dressing  is  unconstitutional. 

A second  local  circuit  judge  has  just 
issued  an  opposite  ruling,  thereby  forc- 
ing two  Chicago  men  to  go  to  trial  on 
charges  of  appearing  in  public  in  women's 
clothing  with  the  intent  to  conceal  their 
actual  gender.

NOT  ALL  QUIET  ON  THE  GAY  LIB  FRONT 


Despite  a walkout  by  members  of  the 
Lesbian  Feminist  Liberation,  and  a 
general  lack  of  positive  response,  the 
planning  committe  of  the  Gay  Civil  Rights 
bill  held  their  first  demonstration  to 
explain  INTRO  554. 

Rose  Kaplan,  chairlady  of  the  committee 
and  a member  of  the  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation,  led  the  walkout. 

The  issue  leading  to  the  walkout  was  the 
refusal  of  Miss  Kaplan  to  participate  in 
a rally  in  which  Female  Impersonators 
would  be  allowed  to  entertain. 

The  women  tried  to  force  the  committee 
to  forbid  the  participation  of  female  im- 
personators from  Queens  Liberation 
Front,  a transvestite  organization.  It 
was  the  failure  of  this  move  that  trigger- 
ed the  walkout. 

The  committee  did  not  respond,  yea  or 
nay,  to  the  LFL  demands.  They  tried 
to  pacify  the  outraged  impersonators  by 
reiterating  their  initial  policy,  formulat- 
ed at  the  insistance  of  the  women,  to 
use  "non-sexist  entertainment  only." 

This  was  considered  an  appeasement  of 
the  LFL  demands. 


Miss  Kaplan  was  quoted  as  saying,  "I 
cannot  remain  impartial  and  chair  this 
meeting  any  longer,  I have  to  resign." 

She  previously  read  a letter  from  Ginny 
Vida,  spokesman  of  the  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation  which  indicated  the  "none  or 
else"  attitude  of  the  Lesbians  to  the  im= 
pers  onator s . 

Morty  Manford,  former  president  of  the 
Gay  Activists  Alliance,  commented  that 
he  "found  the  whole  thing  rather  boring 
at  this  point",  and  that  he  resented  "be- 
ing in  the  middle  of  an  argument  which 
should  be  settled  among  the  respective 
parties.  "' 

Quote  Coco  Oliver,  community  laison  of 
the  Queens  Liberation  Front,  "If  we  pull- 
ed a stunt  like  that  (walking  out  of  a meet- 
ing), it  would  be  written  off  to  'drag  queen 
temp^fament'.  They  (LFL)  do  it,  and  they 
call  it  fighting  'sexism'.  " 

Several  movement  leaders  were  conspic- 
ious  by  their  absence  from  the  rally.  These 
included  Bruce  Voeller  and  Ronny  Gold 
of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force,  Jim  Owles 
and  Alan  Ross.  They  had  previously  been 
present  at  such  rallies.  "Apparently  they 
were  afraid  of  being  too  closely  identified 
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with  the  transvestite  cause  and  the  issue 
of  female  impersonation  was  more  impor- 
tant to  them  than  the  Gay  Civil  Rights 
Bill  which  they  previously  supported,  " 
said  Bebe  after  the  rally. 


mimic  issued  an  appeal  for  funds  for 
the  Gay  cause,  "from  even  you,  Joan 
Crawford.  I know  you're  hiding  out 
there!"  Mr.  Roberts  appeared  between 
acts  of  his  own  show. 


This  was  just  a continuation  of  the  anti 
drag  feelings  of  members  of  the  organi- 
zed gay  groups.  Previoasly,  members 
of  QLF  were  told  in  the  offices  of  their 
attorney  by  Ron  Gold,  head  of  the  media 
division  of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force, 
"Yes,  indeed,  we  are  telling  the  press 
not  to  photograph  the  drags  as  they  are 
stereotypic  of  the  homosexual".  Repre- 
sentatives then  refused  to  refrain  from 
this  practice. 

The  entertainment  portion  of  the  rally 
was  stopped  in  its  tracks  by  a walk  = on 
of  Mr.  Pudgy  Roberts,  noted  female  im- 
personator, as  Bette  Davis.  The  Davis 


BebeScarpie,  Director  of  Queens  Lib- 
eration Front  commented  after  the 
rally,  "I  don't  understand  why  we  have 
to  spend  all  this  money  and  time  fighting 
another  minority  group»  The  straight 
homosexuals  can't  win  acceptance  by 
putting  us  down.  " • 


Those  of  you  who  think  that  drag  is 
illegal  in  New  York  City,  couldn't  be 
proven  more  wrong  than  w'hen  Pudgy 
and  Bebe  asked  the  police  at  the  rally 
if  they  would  mind  posing  for  photos 
withftie  'girls'  and  lend  them  the  use 
of  their  car.  . .As  you  can  see  they  didnt. 


THREE  TRANSEXUALS -ALL  IN  THE  FAMILY 


A report  of  triple  trans exualism  in  one 
family  has  recently  come  to  light. 

A group  of  investigators  from  the  Hall 
Psychiatric  Institute  at  Columbia,  S o C . 
said  that  trans exuality  usually  occurs  in 
only  one  son,  the  youngesto 

The  oldest  of  the  three  sons,  Murray/ 
Mary,  now  26,  began  showing  interest 
in  feminine  clothing  as  a small  child 
but  dressed  as  a boy  during  the  day  un- 
til he  finished  high  school. 

At  the  age  of  20,  she  moved  to  a large 
city  for  privacy.  With  the  aid  of  hor- 
mone therapy,  she  has  passed  success- 
fully as  a woman. 

A beauty  operator,  she  dates  men,  likes 
to  be  petted,  but  avoids  sexual  intimacy. 

"She  is  unsure  how  to  tell  her  boy  friend 
that  she  has  that  organ  which  is  so  dis- 
gusting to  her.  " writes  Dr.  Robert  F. 
Sabalis  in  the  American  Psychiatric 
Assoc.  Journal.  Even  though  her  parents 
have  disowned  her  because  of  her  wish 
for  the  surgery,  she  now  persists  in  her 
efforts  to  become  a woman. 

The  second  son,  Paul/Peggy,  21,  also 
a cosmetologist,  began  hormone  thera- 
py after  leaving  high  school. 

"The  focus  of  her  present  discomfort  is 
her  fiance,  who  has  been  told  that  she 
is  a hermaphrodite,  " Sabalis  saido 

"She  also  has  the  emotional  strain  of  liv- 
ing with  the  fear  of  both  detection  and 


reprisals  by  societyo  " 

The  third  son.  Junior /Julie,  16,  has 
been  isolated  from  the  older  siblings, 
because  the  parents  fear  their  feminine 
influence.  He  cross-dresses  secretly 
and  wears  shoulder-length  hair,  which  the 
parents  excuse  as  "the  style  nowadays.  " 
His  mother  said  that  Junior  cooks  and 
he]ps  her  keep  up  the  house.  • 


MARIJUANA  CAUSES 
BREAST  DEVELOPMENT 

Two  years  ago,  marijuana  was  regarded 
by  some  people  as  a "mild"  and  harmless 
drug.  Now  comes  evidence  that  marijuana 
may  cause  broken  chromosomes , chronic 
memory  loss,  psychotic  behavior- -and 
gynecomastia.  Gynecomastia  means  fe- 
male breasts  developing  on  a man. 

The  discovery  that  heavy  pot-smoking  may 
cause  this  condition  was  made  recently 
by  two  Boston  surgeons.  Dr.  Menelaos 
A.  Aliapoulios  and  Dr.  John  Harmon, 
at  Cambridge  Hospital,  who  have  observ- 
ed a number  of  such  cases.  The  young 
men  who  developed  female  breasts  were 
all  heavy  pot  smokers.  They  were 
throughly  test‘='d  and  found  to  be  healthy 
in  every  other  respect.  The  doctors  con- 
cluded that  since  marijuana's  active  in- 
gredient, THT,  is  extremely  similar  to  the 
female  hormone  estradiol,  heavy  pot 
smoking  might  have  a feminizing  effect 
on  males  as  would  female  hormones.  •

It  was  a situation  that  had  been  predicted 
by  Chicago  gay  leaders  in  a warning  to 
transvestites  after  the  1973  decision.  In 


The  following  is  from  the  NEW  YORK

This  is  a story  that  tells  something  a- 
bout  (a)  the  difficulty  of  keeping  a really 
good  secretary,  and  (b)  how  labor  and 
management  can,  if  they  must,  work 
things  out. 

There  is  a printing  house  downtown  that 
has  about  100  workers,  who  are  mostly 
black  and  Puerto  Rican,  and  a couple  of 
owners  who  smoke  cigars,  dine  out  in 
cafeterias,  and  in  general  behave  like 
many  small  entrepreneurs  in  their  part 
of  New  York. 

One  of  the  owners  had  a young  man  as 
his  secretary,  and  because  the  young 
man  was  efficient  and  amiable  and  the 
owner  wanted  to  keep  him,  he  asked  the 
young  man  if  there  were  anything  that 
might  make  his  job  more  pleasant. 

The  young  man  thought  on  this  for  a 
while,  and  then  he  said  that  it  would  be 
a great  favor  if  he  could  wear  dresses 
to  work. 

The  owner  thought  this  was  a little 
odd,  but  on  reflection  and  on  realizing 
that  the  young  man  really  was  a good 
secretary,  he  said  that  this  would  be 
fine  with  him. 

So,  now  the  young  man  wears  dresses. 
The  rest  of  the  help,  after  making  some 
rude  remarks,  seem  to  accept  it,  and 
the  owner  is  pleased  because  the  young 
man  is  pleased. 

"Actually,  " the  owner  said  the  other 
day  from  behind  his  cigar,  "he  doesn-t 


look  bad  at  all.  " • 


that  case.  Judge  Jack  I Sperling  dismiss- 
ed criminal  cross-dressing  charges  with 
the  opinion  that  the  city  ordinance 
violates  constitutional  guarantees  of 
eoual  protection  under  the  law.  " 

"Unless  the  judge's  ruling  is  appealed 
by  the  city  and  then  upheld  by  a higher 
court,  it  has  no  binding  on  any  other 
judges  and  may  or  may  not  be  followed 
by  them  in  any  other  transvestite  case," 
said  one  Chicago  paper  last  October. 

The  new,  contradictory  decision,  notes 
legal  aid  William  B.  Kelley,  is  no 
more  binding  on  other  courts  than  Sper- 
ling's decision  is.  Judge  David  J.  Shields 
(Sperling  and  Shields  are  colleagues  on 
the  Cook  County  Circuit  Court  bench)  de- 
nied motions  by  the  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity Legal  Assistance  Clinic  to  dismiss 
charges  against  the  two  men. 

Clinic  lawyers  argued  that  the  ordinance 
is  vague  and  overbroad;  it  denies  equal 
protection  of  the  law;  violates  rights  of 
privacy,  free  expression,  and  due  pro- 
cess; and  furthermore  does  not  establish 
clearly  what  constitutes  proper  clothing 
for  either  sex. 

Shields  responded  that  the  actual  item 
of  dress  are  of  less  import  than  the  in- 
tent to  conceal  one's  biological  sex, 
which  the  ordinance  forbids.  Prohibit- 
ing such  concealment  is  within  the  city's 
legitimate  powers,  he  ruledo 

The  defendants,  Wallace  Wilson,  25,  and 
Kim  Kimberly,  30,  were  arrested  in  the 
heart  of  Chicago's  Loop  (downtown  busi- 
ness) area,  by  police  officers  Anthony 
Lo  Bue  and  Marc  Davila. 

The  future  legal  prospects  for  transves- 
tites in  Chicago  are  extremely  uncertain, 
he  pointed  out,  unless  a cross-dressing 
cases  is  pursued  beyond  the  circuit 
courtlevel,  lowest  rung  in  the  Illinois 
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Judiciary  ladder.  Only  an  appellate 
court  decision  becomes  binding  on  low- 
er courts,  Kelly  pointed  out,  and  thus 
the  views  of  both  Judge  Sperling  and 
Shields  are  law  only  within  their  own 
courtrooms . 


Chicago  gay  organizations  and  coopera- 
tive lawyers  have  indicated  their  willing- 
ness to  aid  in  an  appeal  of  cross-dress- 
ing charges  in  order  to  try  to  reach  a 
binding  decision  in  a higher  court,  but 
Kelleyreported  that  it  is  difficult  to  find 
defendants  who  are  willing  to  spend  the 
necessary  time  involved,  or  to  risk  the 
publicity  which  such  an  appeal  would 
probably  entail. 


Besides  an  appeal  of  criminal  prosecu- 
tion, the  two  other  possibilities  still 
open  to  resolve  the  cross-dressing  ques- 
tion here  are  a civil  suit  by  someone 
who  regularly  practices  cross-dressing 
and  can  claim  a prior  fear  of  prosecution, 
and  a repeal  bill  aimed  against  the  ordi- 
nance which  is  still  pending  in  City 
Council. 


The  civil  suit  suffers  the  same  drawbacks 
as  a criminal  appeal:  No  one  has  indicat- 

ed a willingness  to  step  forward  as  a test 
case.  The  repeal  move,  introduced  by 
Aid.  Clifford  P.  Kelley  more  than  a year 
ago,  is  languishing  in  a council  commit- 
tee which  shows  no  inclination  to  toss  it 
up  for  action  on  the  council  floor. 

Lee  Brewster  commented  on  the  above, 

"I  suggest  that  transvestites  in  Chicago 
do  as  they  do  in  Hawaii.  . .wear  a sign 
or  button  somewhere  on  their  person 
stating  that  they  are  MALES.  A prece- 
dent has  been  set  in  Hawaii  that  such 
a statement  of  intent  voids  the  ' intent' 
to  deceive"  which  seems  to  be  the  issue". 

Brewster  also  said  that  Queens  Liberation 
Front  is  watching  this  event,  and  just  may 
step  in  and  challenge  the  ordinance.* 


Recently  the  NEW  YORK  POST  followed  up 
on  what  was  happening  to  sex-change  LIZ 
EDEN.  Liz  is  famous  for  being  the  only 
sex-change  to  have  a bank  robbed  to  pay 
for  her  operation.  Her  lover.  Little  John 
Wojtowicz,  was  more  successful,  in  the 
1 end  with  obtaining  money  for  the  operation 
than  he  was  with  the  robbery.  He  sold  his 
story  to  Warner  Brothers  for  a reported 
$7 , 000,  part  of  which  paid  for  Liz's  oper- 
ation. The  movie  is  presently  entitled, 
DOG  DAY  AFTERNOON  and  will  star  AL 
PACINO  of  GODFATHER  fame.

to 

Elizabeth 
Taylor ! 


It  seems  that  everytime  you  go  to  the 
theatre,  go  to  a movie  or  turn  on  your 
television  set  a transvestite  appears. 
Two  Broadway  shows  and  two  big  Holly- 
wood films  have  had  TV's  as  the  princi- 
ple characters  or  the  presence  of  the 
TV  saved  the  production.  The  best  of 
these  four  offerings  was  the  short-lived 
HOSANNA,  a two-character  play  im- 
ported from  Canada.  Many  critics, 
straight  and  gay,  have  hailed  this  play 
as  one  of  the  most  truthful  and  noble  of 
any  productions  to  dateo 


HOSANNA  is  a hairdresser  by  day  and 
a woman  of  the  world  at  night.  His 
"drag"  is  as  natural  to  him  as  his  skin. 
He  lives  in  a flat  in  Montreal  with  his 


lover  --  a bearded  leather  lover  called 
CUIRETTE  who  cruises  on  a motorcycle 
when  he's  out  on  the  town  but  is  the  wife 
at  home  as  he  dons  an  apron,  washes 
dishes  and  does  the  cooking  and  house - 
cleaning.  For  you  see.  Hosanna  is  the 
breadwinner  of  this  household!  An  in  = 
teresting  sideline  is  that  the  leather 
stud's  name  -CUIRETTE- means 
leatherette  in  English  and  I've  always 
maintained  the  leather  is  drag  and  noth- 
ing else.  So,  in  reality,  we  are  present- 
ed here  with  two  transvestites,  brought 
together  by  a common  bond- -their  love 
for  each  other  and  their  homosexuality. 
These  two  transvestites  are  truly  liber- 
ated--they  know  they  are  gay  and  would- 
n't want  it  any  other  way. 

The  play  opens  with  Hosanna  and  his 
lover  returning  from  a drag  ball  which 
has  turned  out  to  be  disastr  ous  for  him. 
We  do  not  yet  know  why  all  the  disaster. 

I must  say  though  that  your  reviewer 
and  his  guest  for  the  evening,  Lee  G. 
Brewster  caught  the  denouement  be- 
for  it  came  out.  Lee  and  D.  D.  must 
be  two  closet  tvs.  . . {?  ) Cuirette  has 
been  flirting  with  another  drag  queen 
and  threatens  to  go  off  to  another.  The 
two  argue  back  and  forth  with  Hosanna 
definitely  on  top  as  he  flicks  at  his  lover 
like  a clever,  stinging  asp  and  Cuirette 
responding  like  a stung  but  dumb  bull. 

Act  one  ends  with  the  leatherette  going 
off  on  his  motorcycle. 
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In  the  second  act  we  are  told  the  rea- 
sons for  Hosanna's  depression.  Ho- 
sanna, all  alone  on  the  completely 
darkened  stage  with  just  a spotlight  on 
him,  takes  us  into  his  confidence.lt 
seems  that  Hosanna  broadcasted  to  all 
his  friends  that  he  was  going  to  the  ball 
as  Cleopatra  several  weeks  before  the 
affair.  Since  he  was  the  'bitch'  of 
Montreal  his  transvestite  friends  decid- 
ed to  upstage  him  by  all  coming  to  the 
ball  before  he  arrived  and  dressed  as 
Cleopatra.  Then  Hosanna  goes  into  the 
usual  line  about  his  mother  making  him 
a homos exualo  The  play  ends  with  Ho- 
sanna and  his  lover  going  to  bed  in  the 
nude  evidently  a sop  to  the  gay  libbers o 
This  play  was  witty,  sophisticated  and 
engrossing. 


Another  Broadway  offering  which  came 
to  us  from  England  was  Lindsay  Kemp's 
FLOWERS  which  featured  the  transves- 
tite pantomime  Lindsay  Kemp,  his  lover 
David  Haughton  and  six  other  performers 
including  the  incredible  Orlando  who  has 
been  blind  for  the  last  ten  years.  This 
was  not  a structural  production  but  a 
stage  presentation  replete  with  mime, 
iance,  acrobatics  and  way  out  lighting 
and  musico  The  performers  all  get  in- 
to various  costumes  and  their  makeup 
is  quite  exaggerated.  It  is  actually  a 
probing  view  of  France  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  when  the  transvestite  was  at 
his  zenith.  It  is  also  partially  based  on 
Jean  Genet's  book  OUR  LADY  OF  THE 
FLOWERS  which  told  of  Genet's  exper- 
iences in  prison  with  his  tv  lover  DIVINEo

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RICHAPD  MONET,  the  actor  who  played  the  part 
of  the  transvestite  in  HOSANNA, in  a salute  to 
Broadway  applied  his  make-up  on  stage  while  giv- 
ing a running  commentary  to  his  audience.  His 
comments  were  incisive  and  informative.  Curtain 
rises  on  Hosanna.  . . . 


"You  know,  I was  a bit  apprehensive  about  taking 
this  part.  . It  was  the  first  time  I did  any  kind  of  a 
’drag"  role  since  a first  grade  school  play  in  ele- 
mentary school. 


I had  to  go  to  a make-up  expert.  You  know, 
there  is  an  exact  science  to  transforming  your- 
self, there's  more  to  it  than  just  stage  make- 
up. There's  a whole  mood  to  be  'conjured 
up'  . The  character  thinks  he's  a woman. 
That's  more  than  just  an  effeminate  male. 


The  hardest  thing  is  the  shaving.  . not  my 
face.  . but  my  chest.  I get  pimples  there, 
and  it's  really  embarassing  in  the  locker 
room  and  the  bed.  . . But  I was  schocked 
that  after  my  hair  was  gone,  how  nice  my 
legs  are  and  how  pretty  my  skin  is. 


Yes,  can  you  see  just  how  feminine  that 
line  over  my  lip  makes  my  mouth  look. 
That  black  hides  my  double  chin.  . re- 
member, I am  supposed  to  look  like  a 
"tacky"  Elizabeth  Taylor,  .not  a good 
one.  Well  madam,  I suppose  it  would 


hid  your  chins  too. 

The  process  took  so  long.  . about  an  hour 
and  a half,  I needed  to  get  this  woman  to 
do  the  final  steps  for  me.  . I can't  talk 
just  now.  . . she  gets  mad  at  me  if  I move. 
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"I  don't  under- 
stand how  the 
women  walk  in 
this  stuff,  but  I 
tell  you  when  the 
stockings  and 
heels  go  on.  . . . 
presto  my  voice 
seems  to  go  up, 
and  my  walk 
changes . " 


"The  Jewel  Box  Revue?  ? ? Oh, 
I see.  Well,  do  you  think  they 
would  give  me  a job  after  this 
play  closes?  No,  I rather 
like  it  now. 

I Think  the  other  actor  gets 
jealous,  but  then  again  he 
gets  to  run  around  in  leather.  , 
and  I don't  complain.  "

all.  . . . and  just  this  once.  Maybe  not  in  such  a 
grand  way,  but  once,  just  me,  _I  shall  be 
Elizabeth  Taylor,  THE  Elizabeth  Taylor."

Despite  the  absence  of  a car  I was  able 
to  travel  to  San  Francisco  on  the  last 
day  of  its  stay  in  town  to  see  the  National 
Theatre  of  Great  Britain’s  production  of 
AS  YOU  LIKE  IT.  I was  most  impressed. 

To  be  honest  I was  ready  to  not  enjoy  the 
show.  The  idea  of  an  all-male  cast  seem- 
ed to  m.e  gimmicky  and  what  I had  seen  in 
pictures  of  the  sets  and  costumes  hadn't 
helped  ease  my  mind.  Then,  too  a piece 
by  director  Clifford  Williams  which  appear 
ed  in  the  newspaper  at  the  time  of  the  show 
opened  and  purported  to  give  his  thoughts 
on  the  production,  seemed  to  make  less 
and  less  sense,  the  more  I read  it.  All 
in  all  it  didn't  seem  promising. 

But  I was  completely  wrong.  The  sets 
worked  beautifully,  suggesting  with  well 
designed  lighting  and  occasional  addition 
of  pieces,  just  enough  of  the  locale  to 
create  a mood  without  being  distracting.

Costumes,  too,  made  a subtle  commentary 
on  the  characters  yet  allowed  the  concen- 
tration to  be  on  the  words,  where  it  belongs.
